Mex ico fo r a number o f y ears. 
In making this state­ 


ment. we hav e particular reference to the relatio n 


which ex ists between Mex ico and the United States. 


President Gil’s 
statements 
and 
pro g ram, 
as 
ev i­ 


denced by his address o f acceptance, will be sup­ 


po rted, we believ e, by the M ex ican peo ple, and will 


receiv e appro v al by o ur o wn. 
He is abso lutely rig ht 


when he declares that o n the questio n o f so v ereig nty , 


Mex ico canno t make co ncessio ns and we do no t 


believ e that the o fficials o f the United States will 


desire o r ex pect her to do so under any circum­ 


stances. 
There hav e been times when the demands upo n 
Mex ico hav e been such as to serio usly raise the 
questio n o f her so v ereig nty . 
The tensio n has been 
g reat and we hav e been apparently o n the v erg e o f 
the breaking o f diplo matic relatio ns preliminary to 
mo re serio us co nditio ns, when the difficulties were 
passed o v er and readjusted. 
Ano ther ruling by the g o v ernment in respect to 
pro perty rig hts was abo ut to be enfo rced two y ears 
ag o . 
th e chang e o f representativ es o f the United 
States fro m Mr. Sheffield to Mr. Mo rro w distinctly 
fav o red a peaceful relatio n and wo rking o ut o f o ur 
difficult pro blems as neig hbo rs alo ng the lines o f 
g o o d will. 
President 
Gil 
refers 
to 
Ambassado r 
Mo rro w in that respect when he say s. “ Fo rtunately , 
the wisdo m and patrio tism with w'hich 
President 
Calles and Ambassado r Mo rro w hav e serv ed their 
respectiv e co untries hav e erased distrust and created 
a mutual understanding which, with all my heart, I 
desire may co ntinue.” 
It is well to no te also , in that rev o lutio nary and 
war-ridden co untry , the president’s plan is to em ­ 
phasize the teaching o f histo ry fro m a peace and 
no t fro m a war po int o f v iew . 
The president s em­ 
phasis o n the tho ug ht o f being lo y al to the natio n 
as disting uished to the lo y alty o f indiv iduals o r to 
o ne man is a fine no te to stress in M ex ico . 
Mex ico is a co untry g iv en o v er to the distressing 
co ntest between factio ns who se streng th lies in the 
lo y alty o f the fo llo wers to the leaders, and to many 
it has seemed that the success o f the president-elect 
is no t due to the spirit o f the natio n electing their 
leader but rather to the winning o f a factio n o r a 
g ro up. 
If President Gil keeps this in mind he may 
bring o ut o f their turmo il and difficulties, natio nal 
patrio tism, which is much needed. 
The president pro mises the adherence o f the g o v ­ 
ernment to the co nstitutio n; that the state will take 
no part in the presidential electio n o f nex t y ear, 
and the co ntinued effo rt fo r the betterment o f co n­ 
ditio ns fo r the wo rking man.

o f the ag reem ent. 
The time fo r the max imum pay ­ 
ments under the plan has co m e, and Germany will 
be unable to meet them. 
This impo ssibility makes 
necessary a re-o pening o f the who le matter o f^ Ger­ 
man reparatio ns, a questio n fro m which the Lnited 
States canno t ho ld itself alo o f. 
As o ne o f o ur fo reig n co rrespo ndents puts it, the 
who le plan rev o lv es aro und the debts o wed by the 
Euro pean natio ns to us. 
It is well kno wn that we 
bav e asked no thing in the w ay o f reparatio ns fro m 
j 
Germany . 
Eng land also has no t asked Germany 
fo r any pay m ents. 
Eng land is interested in German 
reparatio ns o nly so far as she may be able to co llect 
fro m France and Italy the amo unts o wed her by 
these co untries to pay her debt to the United States. 
France and Italy want German reparatio ns o nly so 
far as they can pay Eng land and the Lnited States 
what they bo rro wed during and immediately after 
the wrar. 
In additio n France wo uld like just so 
much as to co v er the ex pense o f resto ring the de­ 
v astated area o ccupied by the Germans during the 
war. 
The matter o f punitiv e indemnities seems to be 
entirely dismissed. 
The idea o f assessing Germany 
$3 3 .0 0 0 .0 0 0 ,0 0 0 is no w seen to be absurd. 
It co uld 
no t be co llected witho ut demo ralizing all the cur­ 
rencies and the industrial co nditio ns o f the natio ns 
inv o lv ed, while at the same time destro y ing Germany 
co m pletely . 
It is quite apparent that there is no in­ 
tentio n o f the U nited States to cancel the war debts. 
W hether a reductio n o f these debts, in additio n to 
tho se already made by the debt settlement co m ­ 
missio ns, is po ssible, is ho wev er still an o pen ques- 


tio n.

It is this latter po int which bring s the interests 
o f the U nited States into the co ming co nference to 
rev ise the Daw es plan. 
The Dawes plan has g iv en 
time to g et the facts, and also fo r the natio ns de­ 
manding reparatio ns to co o l o ff. They hav e learned

since 
the 
futile 
Ruhr o ccupatio n. 
It 
sho uld be said that Germany ex pects to pay , but 
she wants the amo unts to be paid to be the result o f 
mutual co nference. 
To impo se the amo unts wo uld 
simply put o ff the final day o f settlement, 
and 
make an uncertain Germany less able to meet any 
o blig atio ns. 
What seems to be mo st necessary at 
the present stag e is to fix a sum fo r the entire bill 
which Germany can pay . 
At present she do es no t 
kno w what is finally to be ex pected o f her; 
and 
until she do es kno w the tro ubleso me pro blem will 
co ntinue to bo b up to v ex no t o nly Germany , but 
all the natio ns inv o lv ed in the reparatio ns plans.

has serv ed no g o o d purpo se and is really archaic. 
The tremendo us means o f co mmunicatio n we hav e 
in America to day , with o ur splendid public scho o l 
sy stem, with o ur rural mail deliv ery , and with o ur 
peerless news-g athering o rg anizatio ns, the humblest 
so n o f to il liv ing in the remo test to wnship, in the 
mo st sparsely settled state o f o ur Unio n, receiv es 
his daily paper and o ther perio dicals that tell him 
the happening s o f men and states and natio ns with 
detail and accuracy that were po sitiv ely unkno wn to 
the best info rmed men who liv ed in America in the 
day s o f the fo unding o f the Republic. 
The peo ple are well equipped to v o te intellig ently 
and directly fo r president and in fact o f co urse the 
members o f the Electo ral Co lleg e ex ercise no judicial 
functio n whatev er. 
A number o f o ur presidents 
hav e been elected by 
an Electo ral Co lleg e v o te 
while the majo rity o f the peo ple o f the co untry hav e 
v o ted fo r the candidate who lo st. 
President Rutherfo rd B. Hay es was made presi­ 
dent o f the United States while Samuel J. Tilden 
receiv ed a majo rity o f the v o tes cast fo r president. 
The same situatio n o ccurred at the time Gro v er 
Clev eland ran the seco nd time. 
Benjamin Harriso n 
was elected by the electo ral v o te but Mr. Clev eland 
receiv ed 1 5 0 ,0 0 0 o v er Harriso n in the co untry . 
It is the co nditio n o f affairs that causes the po li­ 
ticians to co ncentrate upo n the states in natio nal 
campaig ns. 
Vo ters do no t co unt as indiv iduals in the 
natio n. 
Hence a campaig n o f g eneral info rmatio n 
and intellig ence is no t so ug ht after, but mo ney and 
men are jam m ed into the do ubtful states and in the 
state with the larg est electo ral v o te because the 
prize o f the electo ral v o te is so ug ht. 
We believ e that President Ho o v er will do well to 
aid in mo dernizing o ur co nstitutio n in this respect

How the quality of lumber 
that | 
goes into California homes is grad­ 
ed w as told yesterday by 
W. 
J. i 
Anderson, authorized builder of P a ­ 
cific Ready-Cut Homes, Inc. 
“Kiln drying is a very important j 
element in establishing the quality 
of lumber," Anderson said. “In our 
Huntington Park plant we have a 
battery of dry kilns each with 
a 
capacity of one carload of lumber. ’ 
“When 
the green lumber arrives i 
from the northwest it has been cut 
only three or four weeks 
and 
it 
needs to be dried out before it is 
usable. It is carefully placed in the 
kilns and separated in a way that 
live steam and, later, air can reach 
every inch of the surface. 
"First, a quantity of live steam is 
introduced into the kiln to open up 
the pores, then the m oisture con­ 
tent of the kiln Is gradually lessen­ 
ed by a scientific 
procedure until 
the am ount of m oisture in the lum­ 
ber is reduced to five or 
six 
per 
cent. This leaves the lumber in a 
condition where it will not shrink or 
warp. To eliminate stil lmore m ois­ 
ture would leave the lumber brittle 
and of bad quality. 
“Dry air is then forced into the 
kiln to season the lum ber and insure 
uniform ity throughout Our process 
takes three days in 
all, 
whereas 
very frequently lum ber is kiln-dried 
only abou tone and one-half days, i 
And in situations where 
no 
kiln i 
drying facilities are available, air 
drying m ust be resorted 
to. 
This 
takes from nine to 10 months to get 
sim ilar results. The difficulty with j 
the latter process is that the neces- 
j 
sary time is seidom taken to dry the 
lumber thoroughly.”

Cauliflower—W ith the ex ception 
of some damage in the crop ready 
to cut, the recent rains helped the 
cauliflower districts. 
Celery —All districts of the state, 
including the Coachella valley , the 
D elta district and Chula V ista is 
now growing rapidly . 
A fine crop 
of high quality Is ex pected. 
Berm uda onions—Seed beds in 
all 
districts, 
including 
Coachella 
valley , Kern and Tulare counties, 
are In ex cellent condition. T rans­ 
planting is going ahead in Coach­ 
ella valley . Farm ers generally hope 
for a reduction under last season’s 
acreage. 
Tomatoes—The canning
